THE INDUSTRIAL ARMY: 


Chairman Voorhees, of the Senate 


Finance Committee, opened the debate 
on the Wilson bill in the Senate by a 
two boors speech. Though read from 
manuscript it was delivered with all 
the fiery energy which characterizes 
the extemporaneous speeches of the 
" The Tall Sycamore of the Wabash." 
The enactment of the McKiuley bill he j 
pronounced a gigantic crime. He de- 
fended the ad valorem duty as fairer 
and more easily understood than the 
specific duty and asserted that the 
Wilson bill does not establish free 
trade, but makes trade freer. He be- 
lieves in a high tax on whisky because 
whisky is not a necessity, and be warm- 
ly upholds the income tax. On this 
subject he said: 


The proposition contained in the 
pending bi'l to levy a tax of two per 
cent on all incomes of corporations 
and of individuals in excess of $4,000 
per annum, is so just and equitable to- 
ward the hard working tax-payers of 
meagre resources throughout the en- 
tire country that not a word in its de- 
fense or explaimVm would seem neces- 
sary here or an> « ut,re else. But the 
narrow and corroding selfishness of 
n«:beB has been arou&ed by this simple 
measure of justice into fierce resent- 
ment and contentions. We heard on 
ail hands the voice of individual and 
corporate 
wealth 
demanding that 


it shall not be disturbed by the de- 
mands of the slightest touch of the tax 
gatherer, whatever may be the demands 
of the government or the oppression of 
the tolling masses. 


For no earthly consideration would 
I paint an unjust or overwrought pic- 
ture of the dangerous pretensions and 
intolerable arrogance of accumulated 
wealth aow manifest in this country, 
but spciiking in the fear of my Maker, 
I believe the limit of endurance has 
beeu reached; that the time has come 
for a test to be made between the 
power of hoarded money and the powei 
of productive Jabor; that the people 
from this time forward, more than 
ever before, will organize and take 
rapid measures against the continued 
and brutal dictation of plutocracy, 
against the paramount influence ol 
wealth, against the rule and supremacy 
of the rich in shaping the final policy 
of this Government in their own in- 
terests. 


This implies that Senator Voorbees 


has experienced a change of sentiment 
since he advocated the repeal of the 
Sherman act in the special session of 
Congress. Tneu he stood up for the 
plutocrats vvlio vvuut to rivet the chains 
on the masses by making money scarce 
and dear, and rendering it more di Hi- 
cult for them to pay their debts. It is 
true that, as if repenting the course he 
pursued on the Sherman act, he said 
that was not the end of the silver ques- 
tion, but ho has done nothing since, 
except to vote 'for the Seigniorage bill, 
to indicate that he has severed his con- 
nection with the gold trust.

Sir Morton Frowen, an able English 


writer and advocate of the silver cause, 
is now in Washington. He declined to 
express his opinion of the veto of the 
Seigniorage bill, except to say that had 
it become a law it -vould have led to 
U'o^h gold shipments, though he ex- 
pects an increase in shipments in any 
case during the coming summer. He 
spoke at length, however, upon the 
general flnanci tl situation. He said 
there are two courses theoretically 
sound. One is the free coinage of sil- 
ver in the United States; the other, 
free coinage of silver by international 
agreement. He believes either course 
would restore the parity of gold and 
silver at once. The former alternative 
is impossible at the present time, owing 
to the hostility of the East and the 
Administration. The other alternative 
an international agreement, h 3 believe 
can be had at any lime. 


The suffering in London ,as been si 


intense, since the Brussels Conference 
adjourned, that no government could 
retain power a mouth if it instructed 
delegates to an international monexary 
conference to oppose the remonetiza 
tion of silver. The entire 
British 


nation detests the manner in which 
the currency of India has been tam- 
pered with. The losses in the eastern 
trade have been eollosal. The London 
Chamber, of Commerce has declared to 
Lord Eoseberry that unless the silver 
question is settled at once irremediable 
damage will be done to business.

The Alleged Correspondence With Miss

READS TO WOEKMEN. 


THE NOVEL OCCUPATION FOLLOWED 


BY A NEW YORK MAN. 


Cuban Clg*r Maker* Fay Him Well For 


Translating ana Reading Aloud Newspa- 
pers anil Books While They Work—HU 
Audience Sometimes Critical. 
The Spanish speaking cigar makers in 


(his town employ a man to read to them 
tfhile they are at work. In no other in- 
instry ia this thing done, though it 
would seem that other workers "by the. 
piece" conld imitate the Cubans to ad- 
vantage. Not only do they keep in tonch 
with all the news, bnt it keeps them 
from talking, and there isn't a minute 
of their time wasted. 


The Cubans are great talkers, and 


this is what probably started the cus- 
tom in the cigar factories of Havana. 
When the men were brought to this 
country to make their cigars in Key 
West and the lower part of New York 
city, they wanted a reader more than 
ever. They are very bright, intelligent 
fellows, these Cubans, and they take a 
deep interest in the news of the world 
as well as the latest intelligence from 
their own little island. They all sub- 
scribe to a fund to pay their reader, ant! 
they work all the harder for keeping 
their months closed and their minds 
employed as they roll the tobacco. 


Julian Barreda is probably the most 


popular of the young men who earn a 
good living by amusing and instructing 
the cigar makers. He is a native of 
Porto Rico, where be learned the Eng- 
lish language as well as a great many 
other things. He has had a college ed- 
ucation and can translate the English 
and American newspapers into Latin 
and Greek as easily as in Spanish. 


He is employed just now in two fac- 


tories, that of Lozano, Pendas & Co., 
at 209 Pearl street, and another one 
at William and Platt streets. When 
Barreda first came to this country, 
he could not speak the language very 
well, though he knew it theoretically 
and could read and write it. 
He is a 


skilled electrician, but could get noth- 
ing to do in his line and so went to ad- 
dressing envelopes at $3.50 a week. 
There was a vacancy in one of the Cu- 
ban cigar factories after awhile, and by 
that time Barreda had mastered the 
speech of this country. 


Ho walked into the factory one day, 


and mounting the table which served as 
a rostrum for the reader he made a lit- 
tle speech to the men, the purport ol 
which was that he thought he wonlt! 
make a good reader for them. 


They told him to go ahead and show 


what he could do. Ho pulled a paper 
out of his pocket and began reading a 
tariff editorial to them. They demand- 
ed more when he had finished the edi- 
torial, and he read to them for an hour, 
translating the cable news, the sensa- 
tions of the day and the Washington 
dispatches into their native Spanish. 
The trial was satisfactory, and he was 
engaged at "once for four hours a day. 
There were 80 Cubans in the factory at 
that time, and each agreed to give him 
25 cents a week. Then Barreda made 
an arrangement on the same terms with 
another factory, which employed 40 
men. 
and ho was in receiptof a good in- 


come at once. 


He reads for 1>£ hours at each factory 


in the morning and for 2)4 hours in the 
afternoon. He has his evenings to him- 
self, but he occupies a couple of hours 
then in reading the afternoon papers to 
familiarize himself with the late news, 
and so his day is a busyxine. 


"It is not so easy a task as one might 


suppose," said Barreda to a reporter. 
"The men are very critical, and if the 
matter is dull or uninteresting they do 
not hesitate to shout out and demand a 
change. They are especially interested 
in the foreign news. 
Then they want 


the general news and anything sensa- 
tional in the city news. They like scan- 
dal. A divorce case or anything on that 
order jtist suits them. As fas* as the 
Cuban papers arrive by mail I get them 
and read them, and the Spanish papers 
published in the city contain a great 
deal that the men want to hear. 


"In the afternoon I read to them out 


of some book. Just now I am reading 
'Oil Bins' in one shop and a Spanish 
novel called 'The Two Sisters' in the 
other. When Il-nvp finished a novel, I 
select half r •'v :. others that I think 
will suit " 
• and read them a list of 


titles. 
T"-.u Uiey vote on which one I 


shall begin." 


"Are they good listeners?' 
"The best in the world. They are 


working all tho time, and they are anx- 
ious not to miss a word. They work 
faster when some one is reading, and 
they realize that if they ever get to talk- 
ing together their bill at the end of the 
week will be jtist so much less. They 
are nearly all revolutionists, you know, 
and there is groat chance for argument 
among them, boL..ase they all belong to 
different factions. 


"I have to be very careful in reading 


the Cuban papers and those published 
in Spanish in this city that I do not 
miss an editorial representing some par- 
ticular shado of opinion. No matter how 
radical it is, it is sure to have some ad- 
herent and soino sympathizer in the 
shop." 


Barioilu has learned to be a very dis- 


criminating newspaper reader. 
He 


knows when to skip the dry part of an 
article, and ho knows just what news- 
paper is the one to begin on in the morn- 
ing. 


None of his hearers speaks English, 


and their desire to know about the 
country and the city they are living in 
makes the employment of the reader not 
only a luxury which few workmen en- 
joy at th«ir occupations, but an absolute 
necessity.—Now York World.
